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FOREWORD 


This is the third and final book of the Barber series. THE COMPLETE GUIDE TO BARBER 
OUARTERS was published in 1989 and THE COMPLETE GUIDE TO BARBER DIMES was issued 
earlier this year. 

The Barber Half series is widely collected. In lower grades (AG to VG) the set is easily 
assembled and quite affordable, but as the grades get higher, the task becomes more formidable. 
In mint state, 22 of the 73 dates have an R4 rarity rating, and nice examples of some are 
extremely hard to find. 

Barber halves were actively circulated during their time and most of the survivors were 
probably melted during the 1979/80 silver boom. The remaining pieces are largely found in G 
and VG condition if common dates, AG condition if early scarce dates. Only one of every 5- 
10,000 minted have remained in mint state to this day. In contrast, proofs were saved. Though 
they only numbered in the hundreds for a given year, it looks as if half are still available. 

There seems to be only one true rarity — the 1892-0 micro O — with less than a dozen 
known specimens in all grades. However, quite a few dates are scarce in original AU55 condition. 
Also, many New Orleans dates are rare in fully struck condition. 

Though neglected for many years. Barber coinage has now come of age. All three series 
have enjoyed considerable price appreciation for F through AU grades in the last two years and, 
with supply not up to demand, the trend is likely to continue. For investors, these series offer 
many opportunities. If "big money" ever switches its attention from common Walking Liberty 
Halves and Morgan Dollars to Barbers, these coins are in for a wild ride.

HISTORY OF THE SERIES 


This history first appeared in 'The Complete Guide to Bartaer Quarters" and has been modified 
here to focus on the half dollars. The quarter book has a more complete discussion of the Barber patterns. 


THE COINAGE 

In the 1880s the U.S. silver coinage of climes, quarters and half dollars was the British- 
inspired Liberty Seated design. The obverse of these series had remained basically unchanged 
since 1837 and there was a general feeling among artists and federal officials alike that our 
coinage had a second-rate appearance, particularly in comparison with French designs. 

In his annual report for 1887, Mint Director James P Kimball lamented the "inferiority of our 
coinage" compared to other advanced nations. He wanted "distinguished" artists engaged to 
redesign the American coins. But, believing he lacked authority, Kimball turned to the legislature. 

At his request. Sen. Justin S. Morill (R-VT) presented a bill authorizing the Treasury Department to 
redesign coins in use at least 25 years. This bill, which passed on September 26, 1890, allowed 
design changes for dimes, quarters and half dollars after 1891. 

The Treasury Department initially decided to hold a design competition among 10 of the 
most distinguished artists in TVnerica. However, the artists jointly complained that the preparation 
time allowed was too short (less than 2 months) and the "compensation altogether insufficient." 
They wanted $ 100 for each sketch or $500 for each completed plaster model, plus a grand prize 
of $ 1,000 for each design used — a fortune at that time. Shocked at the demands, the Treasury 
instead arranged for a public competition to be judged by sculptor August Saint-Gaudens, Boston 
gem and seal engraver Henry Mitchell and chief mint engraver Charles Barber. 

The results were unsatisfactory. They were bound to be because St. Gaudens believed that, 
outside of France, only he was competent to do such designs and Barber thought he himself was 
the only one capable (Taxay). On July 3, 1891, the committee wrote to Treasury Secretary Charles 
Foster: "None of the designs or models submitted are such a decided improvement upon the pre¬ 
sent designs ... as to be worthy of adoption by the Government. We would respectfully recom¬ 
mend that one or more artists distinguished for work in designing and relief, be engaged at 
suitable compensation..." In fact, Kimball's successor as Mint director, Edward O. Leech, called the 
competition a "wretched failure." Only two of the 300 designs submitted had been accorded an 
honorable mention. 

Leech favored having Barber do the redesign. "Our engraver at Philadelphia is the only

Born in London on November 16, 1840, Charles E. Barber 
came from a long line of distinguished British engravers. In 
1852 he came to the United States with his father, William, 
who practiced his profession of engraving and die making 
first in Boston and then in Providence, R.l. When his father 
was appointed chief engraver of the Mint in 1869, Charles 
became an assistant engraver at the Philadelphia facility. In 
1879 William Barber died and Charles was appointed to his 
father's position by President Rutherford B. Hayes. On 
January 20, 1880 he became the sixth chief engraver of the 
United States Mint. In addition to the dime, quarter and half 
dollar series that bear his name, Charles Barber designed the 
Liberty (V) nickel, one of the $4 gold Stellas, several U.S. 
commemoratives, foreign coins and many medals. He died suddenly on February 18, 1 91 7 at 
the age of 77 while still in office. 


competent person to prepare these designs," Leech was quoted in the Boston Transcript of July 
31, 1891. "Of course he receives no additional compensation for this. It is part of his regular work. 
I do not see any prospect of getting designs elsewhere in this country. We might get them in 
France... But the people of the United States would never forgive us if we went outside this coun¬ 
try for our designs. To be sure, our designer is of an English family, but he is regularly in the 
employ of the mint" (Taxay p 288). 

A few days later. Leech defended his choice of Charles Barber to R.W Gilder, art critic for 
Century Magazine, saying that Barber "comes from three generations of mint engravers and 
designers and has done excellent work in coin designing, and is in every way equipped for this 
important duty." He added that Barber had prepared some designs that met with his and 
engraver Henry Mitchell's approval, though some changes needed to be made. 

Barber's original obverse design was, like the Ubeity Seated series, modeled after English 
coinage. It shows Columbia standing with Uberty pole and sword in front of an eagle — possibly 
inspired by the Una and the Uon gold pattern created for Queen Victoria in 1839 (Julian). Leech 
rejected the design and ordered the obverse to have a Uberty head similar to several French 
bronze and silver coins of the Third Republic. The mint director wanted to retain the reverse of the 
seated dime, but ordered that the reverse of the quarter and half dollar bear the national stan¬ 
dard. 



On September 12, Mint Superintendent Oliver C. Bosbyshell sent Director Leech plaster 
models that had been made by Barber from designs approved earlier. Bosbyshell agreed with 
Barber's cover letter comment that the reverse wreath was too large and should be reduced. In 
his response. Leech criticized several aspects of the reverse design, specifically that the figure of the 
eagle did not correspond with the U.S. Great Seal in use at that time. Leech disliked the ribbon, 
with Latin motto, passing in front of the eagle's neck. And he thought the olive branch ought to 
have 9, not 13, leaves. For the obverse. Leech thought the stars should be 6 pointed, not 5. 
Irritated by suggestions late in the modeling process. Barber virgorously defended his designs. "I 
have used 13 leaves to conform to the 13 stars and 13 arrows believing there should be unity in 
these numbers, also significance," he wrote Bosbyshell. "I know of no authority for saying 9 leaves

are more used than any other number and very much question the correctness of the statement." 
(Later, Leech visited the National Botanic Gardens to examine olive stems.) 

In a second letter to Bosbyshell, Barber wrote of the stars: "Six pointed stars are English 
while 5 points are used by France, Holland and Germany, and also by the United States upon the 
flag... I prefer 5 points for use on the present occasion for the following reason. The largest of the 
proposed coins is one-seventh the size of the model, and I think when you consider how small 
that would bring the stars, 5 points are more easily distinguished from a round dot, than 6, but as 
I remarked to you I see no objection to using 6 if preferred, as either number is equally correct." 

In October, Barber agreed to omit the wreath from the reverse and submitted new models 
One had the scroll passing in front of the eagles neck, 13 olive leaves and 13 arrows; the other 
had the scroll passing behind the neck, with only 9 olive leaves and 9 arrows. The models were 
studied by Leech and Treasury Secretary Foster. Both thought the ribbon looked best behind the 
neck, but could not agree on the number of leaves and arrows. 

Later in the month. Barber submitted three patterns for the half dollar. The first omitted 
rays from around the eagle (presumably Judd #1 765), the second had 6-pointed stars on the 
obverse, a larger eagle and no wreath (presumably Judd #I 764), and the third was similar but 
had the ribbon passing behind the eagles head (either Judd #1 762 or a pattern that is currently 
unknown). Leech selected the obverse with the 6-pointed stars because it was the "richer" of the 
two, but remained undecided about the reverse design. 

In early November two more patterns were forwarded to Leech. These had a common 
obverse with 6-pointed stars. Of the reverses, one had clouds above the eagle (again, possibly 
Judd #1 762). The other, without clouds, was probably Judd #I 763. All patterns were then sent 
to President Benjamin Harrison. On November 5, 1891 he and his cabinet made their choice: 
The pattern without clouds. Four years after James Kimball had called for new U.S. coinage, a 
design had been chosen. 

The first Barber coin was struck at the Philadelphia Mint at 9 a.m. on Saturday, January 2, 

1892. In 1900, the obverse hub was changed (see Major Design Changes). Barber halves were 
minted through 1915 when, after the minimum 25 years, they were succeeded by Adolph A. 
Weinman's "Liberty Walking" design. The Barber coins saw extensive usage and most were worn 
down to AG condition. Though many years had mintages of more than a million, in most issues 
less than a few hundred survive in mint state. 
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MAJOR DESIGN CHANGES 

HUB CHANGES: 

A new obverse hub was introduced in 1901. Coins of both hubs can be found in 1901 -O 
and S. Proofs of 1901 are from the Type 1 hub, while business strikes seem to be of Type II. The dif¬ 
ference is most readily detected at Liberty's ear. In the Type II hub the ear has a fuller lobe and a 
clearly defined rib of central cartilage(Lange). Breen reports minor hub changes in 1908 and 
1912, but I have been unable to discern the differences he describes.

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MAJOR DESIGN CHANGES 


MINT MARK CHANGES: 

New Orleans: Most New Orleans Barber Halves have a medium sized "O." Some of the later 

years (1903 1905) seem to also have a more wide open "O." It may turn out to exist on 

other years as well. A micro-O mint mark — the size of the "O" used on the Barber 
Quarter —can be found on some halves in 1892. Beistle also reported it for the 1898-0. 
These coins are rare. 




San Francisco: At least four types of "S" mint marks can be identified in the series. Early dates, 

1892 - 1898 have a well rounded, closed mint mark (Type A). The Type B, found also on 
1898 halves, is more open. The third "S" (Type C) is straighter and can be found at least as 
early as 1899. It seems to be the predominant shape until late in the series when a very 
thin "S" appears (Type D). Some years have several mint mark shapes and some mint 
marks do not exactly fit the description of any of these four types. This is an area which 
could use further study.

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ERROR COINAGE 


All major errors of Barber halves are very scarce. 
Shown here are two of the more spectacular ones. The 
first, a full brockage half from the San Francisco Mint 
(shown at right), is believed to be unique. The coin has no 
obverse. In its place is an incuse mirror-image of the reverse 
because the reverse of another coin acted as the die. This 
half was purchased by Oregon coin dealer Steve Estes in 
1972 at Lyle Clark in San Diego. It had been received in 
change by a teller at Caliente Race Track in Tijuana, Mexico 
in 1926. Bets were 50 cents at that time and supposedly it 
was the bettor's last half dollar, taken from a special place in 
his wallet. The teller was nearly 90 when he sold it to Steve 
and had kept it in a small leather pouch for the 46 years. 
The coin was sold to dealer Harlan White in 1976 as part of 
a large deal and has since passed through a number of 
hands (including the author's.) It is currently owned by 
Sharon and Jerry Bobbe, professional numismatists from 
Oregon, who vow they "will never sell it." The Bobbes 
kindly lent the coin to be photographed. 


The photo (below) of the off-center half is provided 
courtesy of COIN WORLD Collectors' Clearinghouse. It 
appeared in their July I 7, 1987, issue and subsequently in 
the Spring 1991 Journal of the BCCS. Off-center Barber dimes 
and quarters are sometimes offered on the bourse floor, but 
halves are rarely seen.

Grading 








GRADING 


Barber Halves are an easy series to grade but, like many U.S. coins, the strike must be 
taken into consideration. Coins from the New Orleans Mint are often weakly struck, lacking detail 
on Uberty's forehead and wreath on the Obverse. On the reverse, weakness is manifested along a 
vertical path from the right corner of the shield down to the eagle's claw. 

Coins wear continuously, not in discrete steps, and the different standard grades represent 
levels in the process. It is not surprising that coins often fall between grades and so called split 
grades" have come into standard use in todays market. 



AG 2 (ABOUT GOOD) 

The rim is worn away on both 
obverse and reverse sides. 




G 4 (GOOD) 

OBVERSE: Details of Uberty's wreath 
are completely worn. The rim is usu¬ 
ally complete. 

REVERSE: The rim is not quite com¬ 
plete in earlier years (1892 - 1899). 

In later years it will be complete, but 
not three-dimensional. 




G 6 (GOOD/VERY GOOD) 

The rim is complete on both sides. 
OBVERSE: Some of Uberty's wreath 
detail will show, also the beginning 
of the word LIBERTY. Usually the "L" 
REVERSE: The rim will be complete 
for all but the most poorly struck 
years (1898-0 for example). 
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VG 8 (VERY GOOD) 



OBVERSE: Three letters of LIBERTY 
show, usually the L, T and Y. Liberty's 
head wreath will show more detail. 
The rim will show three-dimensional- 
ity. 

REVERSE: The design will show more 
three-dimensionality than in the previ¬ 
ous grade. 




VG 10 (VERY GOOD/FINE) 

This and the following three grades 
are determined almost entirely from 
the obverse, barring damage and 
problems on the reverse. 

OBVERSE: Five of the letters in LIB¬ 
ERTY will show. 

REVERSE: More detail will start to 
appear in the eagle's wings. 




F 12 (FINE) 

OBVERSE: All seven letters in LIB¬ 
ERTY can be seen, though the BER 
may be weak. 

Liberty's wreath will start to fill out. 
NOTE: On 1909-RO & S issues the 
word LIBERTY is protected and these 
coins often technically grade Fine, 
but lack wreath detail (see photo). 
REVERSE: The wreath will show 
more detail. 
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F 16 (FINE/VERY FINE) 

OBVERSE: LIBERTY is almost com¬ 
plete with only a slight weakness in 
the lower part of the BER. Liberty's 
wreath will be almost complete, but 
well worn. 





VF 20 (VERY FINE) 

OBVERSE: The word LIBERTY is com¬ 
plete. Liberty's head wreath will 
show considerable three-dimension¬ 
ality, with weakness in the area clos¬ 
est to the her eye. 

REVERSE: The eagle's wing feathers 
will be almost complete, with the top 
feather of each wing starting to 
show. 



VF 30 (VERY FINE/EXTRA FINE) 

OBVERSE: The band under LIBERTY 
will begin to show at both ends. The 
word LIBERTY will be fairly bold. 
REVERSE: On many issues, the top 
wing feathers will be outlined. 




XF 40 (EXTREMELY FINE) 

OBVERSE: The band under LIBERTY 
is complete, though weak. The fore¬ 
head shows three-dimensionality and 
slight detail. 

REVERSE: The top wing feathers are 
outlined and three dimensional. 
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XF 45 (EXTREMELY 
FINE/ALMOST UNCIRCULATED) 



OBVERSE: There is three-dimension¬ 
ality to the band under LIBERTY and 
detail to the hair over the forehead. 

A hint of luster may be present 
around the periphery. 

REVERSE: The coin has sharp three- 
dimensional detail and often some 
luster around the periphery. 




AU 50 

(ABOUT UNCIRCULATED) 

Surface is important in this grade. 
Both sides of the coin should have 
some mint luster, unless the coin is 
dark or cleaned. 

OBVERSE: All details are complete 
with only slight signs of rub. The hair 
over the forehead is three-dimen¬ 
sional. Liberty's cheek will be slightly 
flat. 

REVERSE: All details are virtually 
complete. 



AU 55 (CHOICE ABOUT 
UNCIRCULATED, SLIDER) 



On both sides this coin is close to 
mint state. Only the slightest signs of 
wear will be detectable and the coin 
usually has nice luster. 

OBVERSE: There is very slight rub 
on Liberty's cheek and a few light 
wear lines in the field. NOTE; O-mint 
coins generally lack sharp hair detail 
on the forehead. 

REVERSE: A few light wear lines will 
show in the field. Wing tips will be 
complete, unless softly struck. O- 
mint coins often lack detail in a verti¬ 
cal path running through the right 
corner of the shield and eagle's left 
(to our right) claw. 
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MS 60-70 (MINT STATE) 


This coin has not been in circulation, but may have picked up marks from mishandling, slid¬ 
ing album pages, or stacking. Halves are heavy and bag marks are generally significant. "Dipped" 
coins may qualify for mint state, but not those which have been mechanically cleaned. Surfaces of 
the latter have been impared and signs of wear may be obliterated. 

Toning subdues luster and can hide friction. Such coins are difficult to grade and some¬ 
times fool professionals. Relying on third-party grading is recommended for coins grading MS 63 
and higher and for lower grade uncirculated coins when there is a large price difference between 
grades. 


OBVERSE: Liberty's cheek may show light lines or 
marks. The fields may have "hits" or scratches, but 
light lines in the fields are usually a sign of circulation 
(and/or cleaning). Luster should be uniform and 
unbroken throughout the fields and devices. 

REVERSE: There must be no sign of circulation. If 
not dark, the coin will be lustrous. 


NOTE: It is easier to determine if the coin is mint state from the obverse than the reverse, because of the plain cheek. 
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Chapter 3 


Estimating Scarcity 
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ESTIMATING SCARCITY 


As every coin collector knows, scarcity is not always consistent with original mintage fig¬ 
ures. Over the years some dates get lost, melted or saved more than others. The first and last years 
of a mint (1906-D, 1909-0) tend to be preserved in higher grades as do the first and last dates of 
the series. 

A date's relative scarcity is indicated by its "Rarity Rating ," which varies from R1 to R8. 
Factors considered in estimating scarcity are the original mintage, the populations of certified coins 
(PCGS & NGC), the historical value, the number of times the date appears on customer "want lists" 
and the results of a survey made by the BCCS among its members. 

The RARITY RATINGS are defined as follows: 

R1 - Common. 

R2 - A better date. Available at most shows, but in limited quantity. 

R3 - A tough date. Only a few likely to be found at larger shows. 

R4 - Scarce. May or may not be available at larger shows. 

R5 - Very Scarce. Only a few will appear at large shows or auctions in a year's time. 

R6 - Extremely Scarce. Almost never available. 

R7 - Rare. Only a few exist. 

R8 - Unique or almost so.

GLOSSARY 

1947 - Refers to prices listed in the 1947 (1 st edition) of the "Red Book ." An indication of 1947 
retail prices. 

1991 - Refers to prices listed in the 1 991 (44th edition) of the "Red Book." An indication of 1991 
retail prices. 

ANACS - A third-party certification service, formerly part of the American Numismatic 
Association. Now located in Columbus Ohio under different ownership. 

BCCS - The Barber Coin Collectors' Society. 

CDN - The Coin Dealer Newsletter published in Torrance, California. CDN values in the year & 
mint mark analysis are based on the June 1991 CDN Monthly Summary. 

HUB - The coin design, in steel, used to make the working dies. 

MUMPS - Refers to coins which exhibit a goiter-like swelling on the neck and jaw of Liberty. 
Found on quite a few dates from 1901 to 1909. Mostly, but not exclusively on O-mints. Usually 
not noticeable on coins below VF grade. 7\ppears to have been caused by some sort of die 
buckling. (Also seen on Barber Quarters of the same period.) 

NGC - Numismatic Guaranty Corporation of/America. The NGC Census Report of June 1991 was 
used to tally the population of NGC certified coins in the date by date descriptions. 

O-MINT - New Orleans Mint. An O-mint coin was made in New Orleans. 

PCGS - Professional Coin Grading Service. The PCGS Population Report of June 1991 was used 
to tally the population of PCGS certified coins in the date by date descriptions. 

P/L - Proof-like. 

PHILIPPINE HOARD COINS - Refers to coins originially sent to the Philippines for local use, 
hoards of which periodically show up in the U.S. in relatively high circulated grades. The 
predominant dates are 1898-S, 1899-S and 1900-S. Most are cleaned XF and AU's. 

PLANCHET STRIATIONS - Light parallel lines in the planchet before striking due to wearing of 
the roller fingers that flatten the planchet stock before stamping. Not limited to Barber Flalves. 
Seem to occur most often in S-mint coins. 

PRESENTATION PIECE - Coins which were specially prepared and handled for presentation to 
"important" dignitaries. Often the first or one of the first coins struck on new dies and having 
deep proof-like fields (see 1906-D). 

PROOF-LIKE - Refers to coins that have mirror (reflective) fields, as proof coins do. 
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RANKING - The ranking from low to high in relation to the other 73 coins of the series. For 
example, a coin whose mintage ranks 5/73 has the 5th lowest mintage of the series. In the case 
of certified mint state or proof coins, the ranking is based on the total number graded by PCGS 
and NGC combined in their respective June 1991 reports. 

RARITY RATING - The scarcity of the coin relative to others in the series. See Chapter 3, 
ESTIMATING SCARCfTY. 

RED BOOK - "A Guide Book of United States Coins" by R.S. Yeoman, published by Western 
Publishing Co. of Racine, Wl. It is considered a retail price guide. 

RPD - Repunched date. A date that shows signs of numerals underneath, indicating the date 
was punched in more than once. The entire date may be doubled, or it may show in only one or 
two numerals. 

RPM - Repunched mint mark. The mint mark has been punched into the die twice resulting in a 
doubled mint mark on the coin. Since the doubling appears on the die itself, identical specimens 
are produced and the variety is considered "collectible." See 1907-S/S.
